The hardware establishm ent of the 
Harper-Reynolds Company was visited 
by a fire yesterday morning about 8 
o’clock. A gas fitter who was at work in 
the front part of the basem ent of the 
store fitting a pipe to the main by the 
light of a candle, forgot to turn off the 
gas and the result was an explosion. 
Some tarred paper took fire and dense 
volumes of emoke begau to pour out at 
the ventilators and to roll back over the 
piles of stoves and crockery in the base­ 
ment. The gas fitter was burned on the 
arm by the explosion. The fire depart­ 
ment was soon on hand, but the firemen 
experienced a great deal of difficulty in 
getting at the fire as the paper made 
very little blaze. Immense quantities of 
water were poured into the basement 
apparently w ithout any result. For a 
time it looked as though the building 
would have to go as the clouds of smoke 
issuing from the doors, windows and 
skylight might have burst into a flame 
at any m inute. At last, however, the 
hose was carried far enough forward into 
the basement to play upon the flames 
and the fire was extinguished. 
No damage of any importance was 
done by the fire itself, Dot the water 
which had been poured so lavishly over 
all the wares stocked in the basement 
will inflict a loss in the neighborhood of 
$18,000, which will be partially covered 
by insurance. 
The employees of the 
house and the firemen all did efficient 
work.

A Switch Opened on No. 19 
at Ripon. 


PARTICULARS OF THE WRECK. 


But for Two Tramps a Terrible Loss 
of Life Would Probably 
Have Occurred. 


No. 19,Jthe passenger train from San 
Francisco, was wrecked yesterday morn­ 
ing at Ripon, eleven miles this side of 
Lathrop. 
It was steam ing away on ite 
southern journey, and as it passed out of 
Ripon the locomotive suddenly left the 
track and toppled onto its side. 
The

across the rails, and by this time the 
cars were brought to a standstill, and 
the frightened passengers, most of whom 
were asleep—for it was 12:41 a . m.—

The Southern Pa­ 
cific people issued the following state­ 
ment yesterday afternoon regarding the 
affair: The south switch at Ripon was 
thrown from the m ain line to the side 
track at some time between 11:50 last 
night and 12:37 this a . m. by some per­ 
son at present unknown. It is a sh at 
switch, and was found with the latch 
thrown back and the latch hanging down 
by the chain.

A H e r a l d man was waiting at the San 
Fernando-street depot when the wrecked 
traiu pulled in at 25 m inutes to 1 this 
morning, five hours and forty-five m in­ 
utes behind time. 
The statem ent made 
by the railroad company during the af­ 
ternoon to the effect th at no one was se­ 
riously injured proved to be correct, 
although the engineer and fireman were 
badly shaken up. I t appears th at a very 
serious calamity was only averted by the 
fact th at two tram ps were stealing a ride 
on the locomotive. The train was run­ 
ning 
about 
thirty - five 
miles 
an 
hour, and the two “ birds of pas­ 
sage” were sitting on the pilot congratu­ 
lating themselves on the easy m anner in 
which they were getting over the road. 
The engineer espied them , however, and 
summoned one of the brakem en to put 
them of. As the trainm an went out on 
the running-board, the engineer slack­ 
ened up to about fifteen miles an hour so 
that the men could get off, and just as ha 
did so the train left the rails.

by the side of the track, where it lay 
doubled up completely in two. 
That all 
of the men on it should have escaped 
with their lives seems almost miraculous.

"What the Records Show for 
September. 


INCREASED 
LOCAL 
BUSINESS. 


Jn p rev ed Pullm an Cars Being Manu­ 
factured—Gossip About 
the Depots. 


The m onth of September, 1888, has a 
good business record in the railway 
offices in this city. The Southern Pacific 
people report that there was a large in­ 
crease over the proceeding m onth in both 
freight and passenger business and that 
this activity is increasing day by day. 
The totals are not quite so heavy as for 
the corresponding period last year, but 
th e business done is of a far more sub­ 
stantial nature. 
“ Last year,” in the 
words of Mr. Seylor, freight agent at 
th e San Fernando-street 
depot,” we 
were at this time handling an enormous 
quantity of what may be termed luxu­ 
ries. 
By these I mean pianos, carriages, 
etc., which followed up the host of peo­ 
ple which flocked in from the East and 
settled here and hereabouts. 
Many and 
m any a time we have had 200 pianos at 
a time in the warehouse that were con­ 
signed to different residences in this city. 
Then again the heavier receipts of last 
year were due to the large quantities of 
steel 
rails, 
ties, 
cars, 
etc., 
that 
were 
being 
shipped 
here for the 
little 
towns 
that 
were 
springing 
into existence in every direction. Now 
however, this is all changed and our re 
ceipts are of household goods, groceries 
an a so forth, such as are required to ac­ 
commodate a populous city, and thus 
analyzed our freight sheets show that our 
substantial business is far ahead of what 
it was last year.” 
In the ticket offices statem ents are 
m ade th at travel is increasing daily. The 
Odd Fellows week was, of course, char­ 
acterized by an unusual am ount of local 
traffic, but apart from this the records 
show a vast improvement.

tax of from 10 to 56 per cent. 
Is it any 
wonder our goods canuot be sold under 
such disadvantages in South American 
ports in competition with those of Great 
Britain? 
And yet we have left these 
and all other neutral markets in posses­ 
sion of a nation ruled by a wiser policy— 
for what ? 
Solely that protected mon­ 
opolies might prey upon our own people. 
The end of this pernicious and ruinous 
policy will come with the re-election of 
Cleveland and Thurman. Our commer­ 
cial gates will then be opened, and our 
manufacturers will go forth to fight and 
to conquer.

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TH E CHARTER. 


I ts P r o v isio n s D iscussed br iProml- 
n e n i Citizen!*. 
A reporter of the H x r a i.d met Mr. H en­ 
ry Baer and a6ked him what he thought 
of the provisions of the proposed Charter 
for dividing the city into nine wards., 
and the boundaries as set forth. 
Mr. 
Baer said that he should vote against the 
Charter just because of this provision, 
and he did not believe that the city 
should have been divided in that m an­ 
ner. lu his opinion the division of the 
city was unfair to the Democratic party, 
as it gives the Republicans the balancq 
of power. He thought that the city could 
have been divided more fairly if the mat­ 
ter had been carefully studied. 
Mr. T. B. Brown, who was a member 
of the Board of Freeholders, said that he 
had opposed the insertion of the bound­ 
aries of the v arcis into the charter, for 
the reason that he knew there would be 
opposition, no matter how the city had 
been divided. 
He did not think, how­ 
ever, that this should cause an opposi­ 
tion to the charter, for the reason that a 
clause of the instrum ent sayB: 
“ And the Council herein provided 
shall have power by ordinance to estab­ 
lish and change the boundaries thereof 
whenever it may deem it expedient, but 
until changed by the said Council the 
said wards shall rem ain as above de­ 
scribed and established." 
This being the case, the Council could 
right whatever was wrong. 
H is idea in 
the first place was to give the power of 
fixing the boundaries of wards to the 
Council 
instead 
of 
putting 
them 
in 
to 
create 
an 
opposition 
to the adoption of the work. 
Even if 
the boundaries could not be changed by 
the Council, he did not think th at there 
was any certainty th a t the division was 
radically wrong, for the reason that the 
population was constantly shifting and 
there was hardly any possibility that the 
political complexion of one part of the 
town was exactly the sam e as it was two 
years ago. There were other provisions 
in the Charter which he would like to 
have changed, as, for instance, the sched­ 
ule of salaries. In his opinion, the sala­ 
ries provided for officers was too low. In 
order to obtain efficient men, good sala­ 
ries would have to be paid, and the 
Charter did not provide for the best men. 
The present City Charter was so faulty 
th at he could not say but he would vote 
for the new Charter as a better substi­ 
tute, just as he had voted for the one 
formerly proposed.

Th e statesmanlike editorial in yester­ 
day’s Tribune on the new Chief of Police 
and Mayor Workman must excite the 
literary envy of that journal’s rival, the 
Times. There was something transcend­ 
ently able about it, but its clearness was 
what captivated us. It was as clear as 
mud. 
*Tis wonderful how suddenly Republi­ 
cans have discovered t hat there is, after 
all, a surplus since the Republican Senate 
has proposed to reduce it some $65,000,­ 
000. One week ago, according to Re­ 
publican orators and editors, there was 
no surplus and was likely to be a de­ 
ficiency. This is the difference twixt 
tweedledum and tweedledee. 


H a r r is o n ’s brother Levi comes to the 
front this morning with his letter of ac­ 
ceptance. 
Mr. Morton has evidently 
conned the Protection primer diligently, 
and is careful to range himeelf in line witli 
the Chicago platform and with his run­ 
ning mate Ben H. He utilizes his busi­ 
ness experience of forty years to buttress 
the war tariff, and altogether liis little 
piece is of the conventional rob the 
masses for the classes type.

P r e s id e n t C l e v e l a n d ’s sign manual 
to the Scott Chinese Exclusion bill will 
insure the Democratic party thousands 
of votes in California and in all the Pa­ 
cific Coast StateB. This is a natural and 
to be expected result. The President 
stands forth with the vividness of a 
silhouette as the champion of the wage 
earner and the protector of American 
labor. Those of his opponents who have 
hitherto undervalued the Democratic

T h e most peculiar atrocities in the 
annals of crime have been taking place 
in the heart of London during the past 
week or ten days. Murders of women 
with incredible outrages of mutilation 
are taking place daily almost under the 
very eyes of the police, one of the butch­ 
eries having been perpetrated on a beat 
which the patrolman passed every ten 
minutes. 
The crimes are of such a 
peculiar character, and so identical in 
every case, that the Police authorities 
are certain that they have all been com­ 
mitted by the same person, and proba­ 
bly a maniac at that. There have been 
aingle crimes as sensational and brutal, 
and with as many victims, both in Lon­ 
don and Paris, bat there have been none 
in any city of the world so cmtinuous or 
which have been attended with such un­ 
accountable immunity from detection. 


B r a g in * Ik e Q u e s tio n -T h e “ T im e » .” 
When the student of political history 
reviews the discussions of the present 
Presidential campaign the first thing that 
will strike him is the logical symmetry 
of the position of President Cleveland 
and the leaders of the Democratic 
party. Our opponents, on the other 
hand, have from ' the first been 
rattled to the point of hysterics. 
No more senseless attitude has ever 
been taken by a party than that volun­ 
tarily assumed by the Republicans. On 
one side we have the President who, in 
December last, found himself confronted 
by the spectacle of a steadily growing 
surplus. In the previous summer he 
had to face alone what very nearly 
proved to be a panic, and was only pre­ 
vented from becoming one by anticipat­ 
ing extensively interest on United States 
bonds, and by large purchases of those 
bonds in the open market, at the ruling 
premium. This the President properly 
regarded as a great national peril 
Slowly but surely the circulating medium 
was being curtailed, and business was 
being deprived of the money which was 
needed to assure it activity and buoy­ 
ancy. In his December message Mr. 
Cleveland made suggestions in the line 
of tariff reduction and reform which 
would decrease the revenue, leave the 
money which was piling up in the Treas­ 
ury of the United States in the channels 
of trade; and, by giving the manufac­ 
turers free raw materials, stimulate 
home industry and assure for manufac­ 
tured products of American skill and 
labor a market as wide as the world. In 
this message President Cleveland was 
careful to show his regard for American 
labor; and in one of its striking passages 
he said, in substance, that, as long as it 
was necessary to raise a large revenue for 
the maintenance of the Government, call 
it by what name one may, these taxes 
would be so imposed as to protect the 
American laborer and to equalize the 
high wages earned by the workingmen 
in the United States with the low wages 
paid in Europe. 
Immediately Republican politicians 
raised the cry of free trade. They have 
kept this senseless howl up ever since. 
From their own superheated imagina­ 
tions they have evolved a specter which 
is as unreal as the baseless fabric of 
vision. 
After months of this hollow yawp, Mr. 
Cleveland, after having been renomi­ 
nated for the great trust which he has 
discharged so patriotically, in his letter 
of acceptance again went out of his way 
to affirm the sincerity of his position, 
and the most conspicuous sentence in 
that document is, “ We have entered 
upon no cruBade of free trade.” 
And still our Republican brethren 
verify the old adage, “None so blind as 
they who will not see.” From the very 
opening of the campaign they have 
begged the question; and have not 
dared, in a single instance, to state the 
position of their adversaries fairly or to 
meet them in the arena of square argu­ 
ment. 
In the Los Angeles Times, of Monday 
under the head of “A Popular Demo­ 
cratic Fallacy,” we find this same kind 
of gross misstatement of the Democratic 
position. It attempts to prove that the 
tariff does not increase the price of 
American manufactured goods. 
If it 
does not, then why all this outcry about 
the danger to the wages of the American 
workingman from a reduction of the 
tariff? If competition and not a high 
protective duty regulates the price 
of 
the 
American 
finished pro­ 
duct, why waste words about placing 
certain raw materials and necessaries of 
life on the free list? Our contempor­ 
ary’s argument proves too much. Hold­ 
ing such views, it was surely not neces­ 
sary to misstate President Cleveland’s 
position as an incident of an argument 
which really confirms the Democratic 
position, which is moderate and conser­ 
vative? The Times’s assumption of the 
President’s attitude goes to lengths that 
no Democrat authorized to speak for his 
party dreams of going, and which Mr. 
Cleveland has expressly repudiated. If 
the tariff has nothing to do with the 
price of goods, why bawl about reducing 
it moderately so as to leave, by the re­ 
duction, money with the people to vital­ 
ize business, instead of hoarding it up in 
the Treaeury ? It seems to us that our 
esteemed contemporary, the Times, in its 
issue of Monday, has given us a most 
happy illustration of that 
VaultinK am bition w hich o'erleaps itself 
And falia o’ the other side. 
According to the Times the tariff en­ 
ters so little into the price of the Ameri­ 
can manufactured staple that we can af­ 
ford to sell American goods to Canada 
against the world. Hear it: 
Well, let us take Canada—our nearest 
neighbor—as an example. It can buy 
everywhere and discriminates in its tariff 
against none. If it buys of the United 
States it must be because it can bay 
here to better advantage. Canada does 
buy very largely of articles which, ac­ 
cording to President Cleveland, are 
increased in cost by an amount “corre­ 
sponding with the duty on foreign arti­ 
cles of the same kind.” The total ex­ 
ports from this country toCauada in 1887 
amounted to over $30,000,000, and con­ 
sisted chiefly of manufactured goods. 
The entire list of exports includes almost 
every variety of American manufacture. 
Then why all this caterwauling against 


a reasonable reduction of tariff imports 
which, President Cleveland expressly 
says, are only intended to i educe a sur­ 
plus in the National treasury—an effect 
upon the body politic, as represented by 
commerce and trade and manufactures, 
precisely similar to that of phlebotomy 
on the human body. 
In its flounderings the Times gets st ill 
deeper into the mire. To prove that the 
price of American goods is independent 
of the tariff, it quotes from Nthe New York 
Press, which says, referring to a list of 
articles of American manufacture sold 
abroad, “The above table proves that 
the price of these goods here is not 
“ governed by the tariff, but entirely by 
“ the competition amongst home manu­ 
facturers.” 
Jess so. What is the use of Demo­ 
cratic' journals making elaborate argu­ 
ments when their opponents furnish 
them in such convincing form ? It seems 
to u p that our esteemed contemporary, 
the Times, is traveling in a circle. Its 
position reminds us of nothing so much 
as the Egyptian idea of eternity, a snake 
with its body in a curve and its tail in 
its mouth. 


O ur esteemed contemporary, the 
Times, indulges in the following flam : 
The H erald is following similar tac­ 
tics with the new Charter to those which 
it adopted when that instrument was 
before the voters on the previous occa­ 
sion.

At an early stage < i the Charter 
incubation this journal war led the Boaid 
of Freeholders that the slightest sugges 
tion of a lack of fair play >u distributing 
the city into wards would y robably result 
in defeating the instrument and ought to 
bring about its defeat. There was really 
no necessity for marking out the lines of 
the wards in the Charter itself. That could 
have been left to the Council elected 
under the old apportionment.

Associated Press DlsDatches to the H erald, 
W a sh in g to n, October 2.—In the Sen­ 
ate to-day the resolution offered by Call, 
on the 27th of September, instructing the 
Committee on Epidemic Diseases to con­ 
sider and report additional legislation to 
prevent the importation of contagious 
disease, was taken up and Call spoke 
on it. 
I’ascoe offered an amendment directing 
the Committee to inquire further into 
the introduction of yellow fever into 
Florida and other States during the pres­ 
ent year. 
In the course of his remarks Call read 
a letter from Dr. Reed, suggesting spirits 
of ammonia as a method of cure and pre­ 
vention, and recommending that some 
action be taken to test that method. 
A long discussion followed, in which 
Blair, Paseoe, Call, Chandler, Morgan 
and Barry were the principal speakers. 
Morgan said that there were eight 
States in the South which bad been 
heretofore subjected to the ravages of 
yellow' fever. He proposed that each of 
ihese States should vote $100,000, mak­ 
ing a fund of $800.000, and that each of 
these States should appoint a Commis 
sioner to form a joint Commission, com­ 
posed of men selected for their reliability 
and skill, and that this Commission 
should have access to the fund and to 
use any part of it wherever yellow fever 
might appear. 
After further discussion tlie amend­ 
ment was referred to the Committee on 
Epidemic Diseases. 
The conference report on the Deficiency 
bill was presented by Hale. The larger 
portion of the disagreeing votes had, lie 
said, been arranged by the conferees. 
There were four matters on which an 
agreement had not been reached; one 
was the item to pay the widow of Chief 
Justice Waite the balance of his year’s 
salary, the House conferees insisting that 
there was no precedent for it; another 
item was to pay the year’s salary of in­ 
ternal revenue officials who remained at 
their posts in Florida and died there of 
yellow fever; another was a proposition 
to extend the Territorial laws to No- 
Man’s-Land; another was an appropria­ 
tion for an Industrial Home in U tali Terri­ 
tory.Hale proceeded to state the arguments 
on behalf of this latter item. The Asso­ 
ciation was regularly organized and was 
composed of many leading business men 
of Salt Lake. Its purpose was to relieve, 
protect and care for dependent women 
and children seeking te escape polygam­ 
ous relations. The scheme had excited 
the profound hostility of the Mormon 
Church and its leaders, who saw in it a 
great peril to their institutions, but so 
numerous were the applications for re­ 
lief that the donations received were en­ 
tirely inadequate, and applications for 
aid had been made to Congress, and in 
the Deficiency bill of 1886, the Senate 
had inserted an item of $40,000 in aid of 
the objects of the Association ; that item 
remained in the bill and thus Congress 
embarked in the work. He declared 
that a home should be created and 
maintained in Utah for the benefit 
of women and their dependent children 
who shall renounce polygamy. A diffi­ 
culty had beeu thrown iu the way of the 
good work, however, by the narrow con­ 
struction given to it by the Governor of 
the Territory, to the effect that the first 
wife was not entitled to the advantages 
of the institution, inasmuch as she was 
nota polygamous wife. Congress had 
adouted this Industrial Christian Home 
of Utah a8 its agepey in the good work. 
The work was going on; the Association 
had gone forward and purchased land 
and made contracts for the erection of a 
permanent Home. Without the appro­ 
priation in the Deficiency bill voted by 
the Senate, but resisted by the House, 
the work would be turned aside and 
crippled. He admitted that the sum 
proposed in the Deficiency bill, $80,000, 
was large, but the work was a great one ; 
he could see in it, properly sustained by 
Congress and properly managed and 
carried out, more of a menace to 
polygamy than anything that had oc­ 
curred in the years that Congress 
has been endeavorin g to deal with that 
question. The Mormon leaders per­ 
ceived that and had set themselves early 
and late against the amendment. He 
complained that a branch of the Govern 
ment, not the Legislative, had been bo 
impressed by the opposition of the Mor­ 
mon Church that it ventured to set itself 
in the way marked out by Congress. 
The House conferees would not agree to 
several parts of the proposition in any 
respect. They said that the sum was too 
large, and that they would not agree to 
any amount except on condition that 
work on the building be turned over to 
the supervising architect of the treasury. 
He appealed to the tSenate to insist on 
the amendment. 
Cockrell, one of the Senate conferees, 
stated that it was his conviction that no 
influence of the Mormon Church had 
been brought to bear in any shape, and 
in the discussion of the question, the 
principal ground of difference between 
the Senate confeiees and the House, was 
that the former wished to have the 
money expended by a charitable institu­ 
tion, while the latter insisted that the 
money should be placed in the hands of 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 
Teller favored the amendment as a 
measure that supplemented other legis­ 
lation against polygamy, in such a way 
as to be effective and at the same time 
merciful and right. Other nations that 
had dealt with the question of polygamy 
had made a provision for women and 
children but the United States had made 
none. It had insisted that the relations 
should be severed; it had made polyga­ 
my a crime, not only for man, but for 
woman, but had made no provision 
by which a woman could break these 
connections without meeting want and 
starvation. He should prefer to see the 
words “who desire to sever their allegi­ 
ance to the Mormon Church” omitted 
from the amendment. 
Hale remarked that the change of ex­ 
pression could be agreed upon by the 
conferees. 
Call favored the appropriation, and 
said he had always protested against 
legislative persecution of the Mormons. 
He said that such legislation not only 
violated the Constitution, but violated 
the principles of civil liberty. He ap­ 
proved the principle of the amendment 
on the ground that if the Mormons were 
to be converted it would have to be done 
in accordance with Christianity—by per­ 
suasive efforts, not by force. 
Blair argued againBt the idea of yield­ 


ing to the amendments of the Hou«e 
conferees, on the ground that the transfer 
of the work to the Treasury Department 
would delay it for years, and thus pro­ 
mote the policy of the Mormon leaders. 
Halo said that there was but one ob­ 
ject in diverting the appropriation, and 
that was delay. It was not claimed that 
there was any scandal in the expendi­ 
ture of the money,or that everything was 
not being done in good fashion. Out of 
the clear sk> came this proposition to di­ 
vert the appropriation, which had noth­ 
ing in it but delay. He wanted the Sen­ 
ate to understand that. 
Aft ir further discussion the conference 
report was aareed to 
The conference report on the joint res­ 
olution in aidoi the sufferers from yellow 
fever was presented and agreed to. The 
House insisted,said Hale, that the House 
would not agree to the use of 
the provisions adopted in the joint 
resolution in direct aid of the pufferers, 
on the ground that it was beyond^the con­ 
stitutional authority of Congress to do a 
thing of that kind, as particularly illu­ 
minated and set forth in a message from 
the President vetoing the bill for the dis­ 
tribution of seeds in certain counties in 
TexaB. And so in order to accommodate 
the solicitude of the House, the Confer­ 
ence Committee had agreed to a para­ 
phrase which meant precieely the same 
thing The Senate conferees thought that 
they had thus accomplished their object 
without wounding the constitutional sen­ 
sitiveness of anybody. 
The conference reports on the bill to 
abolish the circuit court powers in cer­ 
tain districts, and to grant land for ceme­ 
tery purposes to the city of Denver, were 
also presented and agreed to. 
The House bill to place A. J. Smith 
late Colonel of the Seventh United 
States 
cavalry, 
on 
the 
retired 
list with the rank of Colonel, was 
reported and placed on the calendar. 
.Iones, of Nevada, offered a reso­ 
lution, 
which

A resolution was adopted authorizing 
Mr. Rule’s committee on Civil Service 
Reform to continue its session during the 
recess.

House Proceedings* 
W a s h in g t o n, October 2.—The Senate 
bill to allow persons who have aban­ 
doned or relinquished homestead entries 
to make other entries, was taken up. 
An amendment was adopted providing 
that whenever it appears to the Register 
of any Land Office that any settler on 
the public domain is unable by reason of 
drought or other unavoidable oastiality 
to secure support for himself, the Regis­ 
ter may grant such settler leave of ab­ 
sence from his claim, not exceeding one 
year.On motion of Hermann, of Oregon, an 
amendment was adopted providing that 
all public lands designated as double 
minimum pre-emption lands be reduced 
to uniform rate of $1.25 per acre. 
An amendment was adopted providing 
that any homestead settler who has en­ 
tered less than a quarter-section may 
enter additional land continuous to the 
original entry, which, with such entry, 
shall not exceed 160 acres. The bill as 
amended was passed. 
The conference report on the joint res­ 
olution appropriating $100,000 to aid in 
the suppression of the yellow fever was 
adopted.

The President has nominated James

. The State Department has been in­ 
formed by telegraph, by Minister Buck, 
that the treaty of amity and commerce 
and navigation between this Government 
and Peru has been ratified by the latter. 
Attorney-General Garland arrived this 
morning from his home at Harmony 
Hill, Arkansas. He was considerably 
fatigued by the journey, therefore was 
not able to attend the regular Cabinet 
meeting. 
Senator Beck’s contribution to the 
minority report of the Tariff bill reached 
Washington this morning. Beck is re­ 
ported to be improving, but is not yet 
well enough to resume bis active sena­ 
torial duties. 
Acting Secretary Thompson to-day

Storm on the Lakes—Early 
Snows. 


GREAT LOSS OF LIFE FEARED. 


Yellow Fever Sltnalion in Florida 
Improved—Recent Business 
Failures.

C h ic a g o, October 2.—One of the 
severest storms in years experienced on 
the lakes, as far east as Lake Erie, 
occurred last night. Fears are enter­ 
tained that many vessels were wrecked. 
The lake here was so rough that no ves­ 
sel dared leave port this morning. A 
cold wave with traces of snow, driven by 
a northerly gale, made the weather most 
disagreeable. 
No tidings have come of the steamer 
Flying Cloud, owned by Captain Thomas 
Scott and others, of Chicago, which left 
Port Huron for Chicago Sunday night. 
It is thoqght probable that she went 
down in Lake Huron. 
T a m la c, Mich., October 2.—There has 
been a terrible storm raging here since 
early last evening. At 9 o’clock last 
night the life-saving crew from Sand 
Beach started out, and at 11:40 rescued 
a crew of six men and one woman from 
the barge St. Clair. 
As the boat passed 
the end of the dock on their return here, 
a high breaker struck the boat, turning 
her completely over. 
The entire crew belonging to the boat 
reached shore, towing two of the other 
crew with them, the remaining few men 
and the woman were drowned. 
S a n d B e a c h , Mich., October 2 .— The 
barge Sea Gull, one of the tow of the 
propeller Lowell, has gone ashore be­ 
tween here and Forestville, aud is fast 
breaking up. What the fate of the crew 
may be has not yet been learned here, 
but the worst is feared. The Cromwell 
is hard ashore, but will be saved if the 
wind goes down. The Magnet has not 
been heard from yet. 
I h h pe m in g, Mich., October 2.—A 
heavy snow fell here and in the Upper 
Peninsula last night. 
W il k k s h a k r e, Pa., October 2 .— The 
mountains between here and White­ 
haven are covered with snow which has 
been falling for several hours this 
evening.

The 
petition for a receiver 
states that the illness of President Rutter 
began six months ago; that lie is now 
lying unconscious without hope of recov­ 
ery; that the assets have been going 
down and the liabilities increasing all 
that time. The capital stock, $200,000, 
is all held by Rutter and Tallman. 
The 
assets are nominally 
about 
one million dollars. Tallman says the 
wheat had nothing to do with the failure.

Samoan Tribes Arrayed in 
Deadly Combat. 


6EEMAB8 ABETTING THE KF.BELS 


W hat a 
Diver Saw in the Sub­ 
merged H ull of the City of 
Chester—Coast Cnllings.

S a n F r a n c i s c o , October 2 .—The H on­ 
olulu Commercial Advertiser of Septem­ 
ber 2 4 , which was received here to-day 
by the steamer Australia from Honolulu, 
publishes some private correspondence 
from an officer of the United States 
steam er Adams, which gives additional 
and accurate details of the recent trouble 
in Samoa. 
One letter, dated September 
10, relates some of the causes which led 
to the battle 
between the forces of 
Tamasese and others of Maliotoa. Among 
these is m entioned the fact that some 
tim e ago Tamasese issued orders through 
H err 
Brandéis, 
the 
German whom 
he 
had 
appointed 
Prime 
Minis­ 
ter, for the natives to turn in their 
tine m ats which are used there as money. 
This occasioned great discontent, which 
was increased by the desire of Tamasese 
to take the name of Malietoa, that of the 
deposed King, and which means “ Great 
W arrior.” The chiefs would not grant 
him this honor, and the different clans 
took to the buBh. 
About September 1st, 
a few days before the battle occurred, 
those in the rebellion had increased to 
to about 4,000 men, and Tamasese’s own 
immediate family and tribe had deserted 
him , and he had gone to Muliunu Point, 
a strip of German territory near Apia, 
and had with him not more than 200 or 
300 followers. 
The officer of the Adams states in his 
letter that about this 
time he was 
informed th at Tamasese desired to abdi­ 
cate, but th at Becker, the German Con­ 
sul, and Brandéis would not perm it him 
to do so. The officer also states that on 
September 8th the German war ship 
Adler, under the pretext of protecting 
German property, but in reality to pro­ 
tect Tamesese, shelled a native village. 
The Captain of the Adams protested 
against this, but the Captain of the 
Adams referred him to the German Con­ 
sul, Becker. 
In a letter dated September 15, the 
officer describes the battle which took 
place on the 12th, as follows : 
Shortly 
after noon we were aroused by a musket 
shot followed immediately by volley 
after 
volley from 
the 
direction of 
Matoa Point, seven or eight hundred 
yards from the ship. It seems the forces 
were in rebellion against German rule, 
and Tamesese had attacked the fortifica­ 
tions in rear of the point. 
About six 
hundred m en were engaged on both 
sides,* though the revolutionists had one 
or two thousand m en in reserve that 
were not called upon, the forces of 
Matoafa, recently elected king by the 
revolutionists. 
After 
several 
hours’ 
brisk fighting they carried the entrench­ 
m ents and drove Tamasese’ men into the 
sea 
and 
upon 
the 
reefs. 
Tne 
last 
fort was 
taken by 
Mataofa’s 
people at 2 
a . 
m . on the 13th, and 
skirm ishing was carried on three hours 
longer, m aking alm ost a continuous en­ 
gagement of nearly fifteen hours. Those 
in rebellion now have possession of the 
point and of Apia. 
Tamasese, his prim e m inister Brand­ 
éis and his few rem aining followers are 
hem m ed in at M uliunu Point, protected 
by the guns of the German corvette 
Adler and a force of sixty-five sailors on 
shore in entrenchm ents. 
It is difficult 
to learn the exact num ber of casualties. 
There were tw enty wounded and two 
killed on Matoafa’s side, and ten killed, 
wounded unknown, on Tamesese’s side. 
It is believed fifty or sixty will cover all 
the casualties. 
The German Consul accused the Cap­ 
tain of the Adams and the American 
Vice Consul-General of oncouraging the 
natives on M ataofa’s side to fight. 
The officer states that he believes if 
the Germans fire one gun upon Matoafa’s 
people th at every'G erm an house on the 
Island will be burned. 
The officer also 
states that the Adam s had received or­ 
ders to return to San Francisco, but can­ 
not leave Apia until coal and provisions 
arrive. He also expressed the belief that 
in the present unsettled state of affairs, 
the Captain of the Adams will not leave 
Apia until he is relieved.

N e w Y o r k , October 2 .—The following 
is Levi P. Morton’s letter accepting the 
nomination for Vice President: 


R h i n e c l i f f , N, Y., October 2, 1888. 
Hon. M. M. Estee and others, Committee. 


G e n t l e m e n — In making a formal ac­ 
ceptance of my nomination as the Re- 
Suoliean candidate for the Vice Presi- 
ency, I desire to express my grateful ap­ 
preciation of the confidence reposed in 
me by the Convention. 
The duties de­ 
volving upon the Vice President as pre­ 
siding officer of the Senate, and in cer­ 
tain contingencies participant in the leg­ 
islation of Congress, makes it proper that 
the people should know distinctly and 
unreservedly the political views of the 
candidate who may be presented for their 
suffrages. It fortunately happens that this 
duty for myself is easily discharged by 
referring to the principles embodied in 
the resolutions unanimot*®ly adopted by 
the National Convention. These resolu­ 
tions, unequivocal and comprehensive in 
character,reflect my personal convictions 
and have my hearty approval. 
It is difficult, however, in a political 
campaign to fix popular attention on 
more than one issue, and in the pending 
sleet ion every voter in the United States 
clearly sees that the controlling question 
is whether the protective tarifT duties 
now in force shall be so reduced as to 
destroy their efficiency, or whether these 
duties shall be retained, with such mod­ 
ifications and adjustments as shall better 
adc.pt them to the great end of protect­ 
ing the vast and important industries of 
Ihe whole country. 
The Republican platform, while recog­ 
nizing the necessity of reducing the rev­ 
enue, declares that this reduction must 
not be made at the expense of these in­ 
dustries afid American labor. 
The 
American people have now enjoyed the 
protective system for a longer continuous 
period than ever before in the history of 
the National Government. The result is 
that for more than a quarter of a century 
they 
have 
realized 
a 
degree 
of 
industrial 
and 
financial 
prosperity 
unprecedented in our history, and never 
equalled in any other country. 
The 
pressing reason given for once again, try­ 
ing the old experiment of a revenue tariff 
without protection as a motive or end, is 
that the present tariff has produced and 
is producing a surplus in the Treasury. 
But is it not easily within the wisdom of 
Congress to adjust the National income 
to the National expenditure without sac­ 
rificing or even imperiling the industrial 
system which has brought untold advan­ 
tages to the entire country ? 
Admitting that the preseut tariff, if by 
the lapse of time and the large expan­ 
sion of trade which it has stimulated, 
needs revision, is it not wiser and more 
patriotic to revise it with regard to the 
interests of protection than with the pur­ 
pose of lessening its protective features? 
These are some of the questions which 
must be answered at the National polls 
in November. 
For myself, as a citizen 
and a candidate, I do not hesitate to de­ 
clare that from long observation T am an 
unwavering friend of the protective sys­ 
tem. In a business life now extending 
over forty years, I have witnessed and 
compared the effect upon the country of 
a revenue tariff tending to free trade 
with the protective tariff encouraging 
home industries. Under the former the 
development of the country has always 
beeen arrested, while under the latter it 
has been uniformly promoted. To the 
men who earn their bread by the sweat 
of their brow the difference between the 
two systems is that of narrowing their 
chances on the one hand and of extend­ 
ing their opportunities on the other. 
Vree trade would open America to com­ 
petition with the whole world. Protec­ 
tion reserves America for Americans, na­ 
tive and adopted. 
The industrial system of the country is 
as sensitive as its public credit. 
A 
hostile movement creates distrust in the 
public mind, and confidence, the only 
basis of successful trade, becomes im­ 
paired; new enterprises wither in the 
bud; capital grows timid, the field of 
labor contracted and the pressure for 
employment inevitably reduces 
the 
wages of all workingmen. 
With the views of the Convention so 
frankly expressed in its resolutions upon 
¿11 other questions of public interest I 
find myself in hearty accord. In relation 
to silver and its important bearing upon 
the National currency, as well as its con­ 
nection with and influence on the pros­ 
perity of large sections of our common 
country; in its advocacy of a judicious 
settlement of public lands; its policy in 
urging the necessity for better coast 
defenses, and the duty we owe the 
shipping interest of the country, the 
platform but repeats the approved prin­ 
ciples of the Republican party. 
The Republican platform proposes dis­ 
tinctly that the American policy is not 
one of narrowness and bigotry, but one 
of broad and philanthropic views—a 
policy that beBt helps the whole world 
by the example of a great, growing, 
powerful Nation, 
founded upon the 
equality of every man before the law. 
It is for the American people to de­ 
velop and cultivate the continent to 
which, in the providence of God, they 
have fallen heirs ; they should adopt 
the policy which looks steadily to this 
great end. With no spirit of narrowness 
toward other people, but rather in the 
highest interest of all, they should find 
under their own flag a field of limitless 
advance in the direction of improvement, 
prosperity and the happiness of man.
